I introduced substan­ 
tially the sam e bill in the last Con­ 
gress, but it was not acted upon 
before the end of the session. Re­ 
peated floods in St. Louis have re­ 
sulted in losses totaling hundreds 
of millions of dollars, as well as 
in the disruption of transportation 
and industry. To allow these need­ 
less losses to occur year after year, 
when they can be prevented is. in 
my judgm ent, 
irresponsible and 
inexcusable. I am satisfied that 
this project is economically sound 
and I have urged the Senate to act 
prom ptly in order to prevent repe­ 
tition of these wasteful and unnec­ 
essary flood disasters. 
The President on Jan. 5 of this 
year signed Proclam ation 3080 des­ 
ignating Jan. 31 as the term ination 
date in the computation of veterans’ 
benefits. Consequently m any p er­ 
sons now in the Armed Forces will 
be denied certain benefits which 
have been promissed to them . This, 
to m e, seem ed a serious breach of 
faith with our m en in the Armed 
Services, m any of whom were sol­ 
icited for enlistm ent under t h e 
prom ise they would receive t h e 
benefits of the Korean G. I. Bill. To 
cut off these benefits after these 
inducem ents would indeed be un­ 
just. Accordingly, on Jan. 14, I in­ 
troduced a bill to extend the edu­ 
cation and trainiing benefits of the 
K orean G. I. Bill to all persons 
entering the Armed Forces between 
that date and Jan. 31, 1957. I be­ 
lieve that this is the least that we 
can do for our men in service. No 
unswerving desire to balance the 
budget and reduce taxes should 
blind us to the immense good 
which these opportunities have ac­ 
complished for our veterans a n d 
our veterans country. Our young 
men and women who enter our 
country’s m ilitary service, in w ar­ 
tim e or in days of relative peace, 
give unhesitatingly all that is asked 
of them , including years of their 
life. We should be prepared to as­ 
sure them some m inimal benefits 
in return, particularly when we 
know that the United States as a 
whole will benefit most.

| Violins Rival Football 
In Mississippi Schools 


| 
JACKSON, Miss. — Violin play- 
ing is beginning to rival football 
’ as a he-man sport in Mississippi 
I elementary schools, the American 
Music Conference reports. 
! 
In just three years, the numbdr 
of string instrument students in 
the public schools of the state has 
shot from almost none to more 
than 1,000 and the amazing prog­ 
ress can be credited mostly to a 
unique “pilot” program instituted 
through the University of Missis­ 
sippi extension department. 
Three years ago the University 
put a "circuit riding” teacher to 
work in three north Mississippi 
cities, offering string instruction in 
small classes. That first teacher, 
Frank Crockett, set out to make 
string instrument playing just as 
respectable for a boy as beating 
a drum in a band. 
The first efforts were so suc­ 
cessful 
that each of the three 
schooLs hired a full-time instructor 
for the next session. 
Next year Crockett moved on to 
three schools near Jackson, and 
more instructors were added for 
other schools in the state. Again 
the pilot program paid off. All 
those schools have regular teach­ 
ers this year. 
At the beginning of this school 
year, Crockett moved on to Mis­ 
sissippi Southern College, where he 
is working on a similar effort. 
His successor in the Jackson 
area, Marvin Zoschke, instituted 
string work in seven elementary 
schools of the large Jackson city 
Brookhaven, 60 miles to the south. 
Interest was so intense in Jack­ 
son that Zoschke had 207 appli­ 
cants, far too many to handle in 
the small classes the program de­ 
mands. Finally he cut the list down 
to 115. 
Another teacher is working in 
Gulfport schools In south Missis­ 
sippi. Meanwhile previously insti­ 
tuted string departments are at 


work in 10 other Mississippi cities. 
Zoschke believes the most im­ 
portant part of the string instruc­ 
tion is providing an outlet of ex­ 
pression for the students. 
“ Kids want to feel important, 
and they should find a suitable 
outlet, whether it be music or 
sports,” he says. 
He is careful to point out that 
the main object is not the training 
of musicians. All 
students who 
want to take the classes are ac­ 
cepted if there is room for them. 
“We do believe everybody can 
play the violin,” he observes. 
Lessons are free, but students 
furnish 
their 
own 
instruments. 
This they have done willingly to 
take part in a program that has 
proved exceptionally popular with 
both boys and girls.

The Parliam ent gave its unani­ 
mous approval to the designation 
of Bulganin. 
Immediately after that Molotov 
launched into a speech on Soviet 
foreign policy. The 53-year-oki Ma­ 
lenkov. seated between President 
Klementy Voroshilov and Khrush­ 
chev, listened intently as the for­ 
eign m inister bitterly and repeat­ 
edly accused the United States of 
trying to impose “ an iron curtain 
and an iron heel” on the Western 
Hemisphere.

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Senator Hennings' 
Washington Report 


Believing that the people of Mis­ 
souri are interested in knowing 
what I have been doing during the 
first month of the new session of 
Congress, I am outlining in this 
newsletter some of the more im­ 
portant projects which I have un­ 
dertaken during the current ses­ 
sion. 
On January 4. I had the honor of 
being unanimously elected as Sec­ 
retary of the Democratic Caucus 
and. ex officio, a m ember of the 
pem ocratic Policy Committee and 
the Democratic Steering Commit­ 
tee. The Steering Committee deter­ 
mines the committee assignment 
of all Democratic Senators and the 
Policy Committee is charged with 
the responsibility of formulating 
Party policy and strategy on all 
legislative issues. I shall continue 
to do my utmost to carry out the 
duties of these important offices 
to the best of my ability in accord­ 
ance with the high ideals and cher­ 
ished traditions of our Party, and in 
a manner which I earnestly hope 
will reflect pride upon our great 
State and upon my fellow Missour­ 
ians. 
For some years now. the Ameri­ 
can people, and indeed, freedom- 
loving peoples in all corners of the 
earth, have become increasingly 
concerned with the alleged abuse 
of power by certain committees and 
subcommittees of Congress. Some 
of these allegations and fears have 
been ill-founded, certainly, but all 
too frequently a substantial basis 
for concern has existed. According­ 
ly, on Jan. 5. I introduced Senate 
Resolution 
15 which will amend 
the standing rules of the Senate to 
prevent future abuses of Commit­ 
tee power. I have framed this reso­ 
lution giving full attention to the 
Report on Congressional Investi­ 
gations of the American Bar Assoc­ 
iation’s Snecial Committee on In­ 
dividual Rights as Affected by N a­ 
tional Security, and to improve cer­ 
tain provisions of S. Res. 256, a 
Code of Fair Procedure which I 
co-sponsored in the last Congress. 
I earnestly hope that the Senate 
will consider this problem of abuse 
of power immediately and act at 
once to prevent future abuses. 
On January 6. I re-introduced a 
bill to provide for flood protection 
at St. Louis. I introduced substan­ 
tially the same bill in the last Con­ 
gress, but it was not acted upon 
before the end of the session. Re­ 
peated floods in St. Louis have re­ 
sulted in losses totaling hundreds 
of millions of dollars, as wrell as 
in the disruption of transportation 
and industry. To allow these need­ 
less losses to occur year after year, 
when they can be prevented is, in 
my 
judgment, 
irresponsible 
and 
inexcusable. 
I am satisfied that 
this project is economically sound 
and I have urged the Senate to act 
promptly in order to prevent repe­ 
tition of these wasteful and unnec­ 
essary flood disasters. 
The President on Jan 5 of this 
year signed Proclamation 3080 des­ 
ignating Jan. 31 as the termination 
date in the computation of veterans’ 
benefits. Consequently many per­ 
sons now in the Armed Forces will 
be denied certain benefits which 
have been promised to them. This, 
to me. seemed a serious breach of 
faith with our men in the Armed 
Services, many of whom were sol­ 
icited for enlistment under t h e 
promise they would receive t h e 
benefits of the Korean G. I Bill. To 
cut off these benefits after these 
inducements would indeed be un­ 
just. Accordingly, on Jan. 14. I in­ 
troduced a bill to extend the edu­ 
cation and trainiing benefits of the 
Korean G. I 
Bill to all persons 
entering the Armed Forces between 
that date and Jan. 31, 1957. I be­ 
lieve that this is the least that we 
can do for our men in service. No 
unswerving desire to balance the 
budget and reduce taxes should 
blind us to the immense 
good 
which these opj>ortunitios have ac­ 
complished for our veterans a n d 
our veterans country. Our young 
men and women who enter our 
country’s military service, in war­ 
time or in days of relative peace, 
give unhesitatingly all that is asked 
of them, including years of their 
life. We should be prepared to as­ 
sure them some minimal benefits 
in return, particularly when we 
know that the United States as a 
whole will benefit most

The first efforts w ere so suc­ 
cessful 
that each of 
the 
three 
schools hired a full-time instructor 
for the next session. 
Next year Crockett moved on to 
three schools near Jackson, and 
m ore instructors w ere added for 
other schools in the state. Again 
the pilot program paid off. All 
those schools have regular teach­ 
ers this year. 
At the beginning of this school 
year. Crockett moved on to Mis­ 
sissippi Southern College, where he 
is working on a sim ilar effort. 
His 
successor in the Jackson 
area. M arvin Zoschke, instituted 
string work in seven elem entary 
schools of the large Jackson city 
Brookhaven, 60 miles to the south. 
Interest was so intense in Ja c k ­ 
son that Zoschke had 207 appli­ 
cants, far too m any to handle in 
the sm all classes the program de­ 
m ands. Finally he cut the list down 
to 115. 
Another teacher is working in 
Gulfport schools in south M issis­ 
sippi. Meanwhile previously insti­ 
tuted string departm ents are at 


work in IO other M ississippi cities. 
Zoschke believes the m ost im ­ 
portant part of the string instruc­ 
tion is providing an outlet, of ex­ 
pression for the students. 
“ Kids w ant to feel im portant, 
and they should find a suitable 
outlet, 
w hether it 
be 
m usic or 
sports,” he says. 
He is careful to point out that 
the m ain object is not the training 
of m usicians. All 
students who 
want to take the classes are ac­ 
cepted if there is room for them . 
“ We do believe 
everybody 
can 
play the violin,” he observes. 
Lessons are free, but students 
furnish 
their 
own 
instrum ents. 
This they have done willingly to 
take part in a program that has 
proved exceptionally popular with 
both boys and girls.
